M. Stalin Is Driving Force 
Of New Russia, Lyons Finds 


Noted Correspondent Home After Three Years 
in Land of Soviets Reveals Dictator’s Genius 
in Directing Big Transformation. 


Eugéne Lyons, United Press 
correspondent, has just returned to the 
United States fom a visit after three 
years in Russia. Known through his 
dispatches as a keen student and ob- 
jective observor, Lyons has wou an 
enviable’ journalistic reputation. The 
following article is. the first of six 
dealing with ,Stalin and the Russian 
five and ten-year programs.

“It is only through the development 
of the purchasing power of working 
people to the highest possible point.” 
Green said, “that a market can be 
found for the goods which, through 
the establishment of mechanical proc- 
esses, we are producing in an ever 
increasing volume.”

Germans Pushed Back Seven Miles. | 


While these operations on our first 
army front were in progress, the thir- 
tieth division of the second corps 
(Read) attacked October 8 as part 
of the’ British fourth army, aiding 
materially in the general advance of 
that army. The attack, although 
meeting considerable opposition, was 
successful, and the progress continued 
three days. When relieved the night 
of the 11th, the thirtieth division had 
driven the enemy back seven miles 
and had reached the Selle river. 

In the series of attacks which be- 
gan October 7 and continued up to 
the 12th, the enemy contested every 
inch of ground, and much close fight- 
ing occur Our troops were en- 
gaged in some of the most difficult 
and bitter fighting on the western 
front, advancing through dense woods, 
over hills and across deep ravines 
against the Germans holding on _ to 
this vital sector, with a skill equalled 
only by that of the French in their 
defense of Verdun in 1916. Yet all 
our corps advanced their lines, the 
fifth capturing elements of the Hin- 
denburg line, which our troops were 
now facing.

However, this was 
of secondary importance during bat- 
tle, as aviators were then expected 
to protect and assist our ground 
troops. In other words, they were 
to drive off hostile planes and pro- 
cure fur the infantry and artillery 
|information concerning the enemys 
| movements. 

| The best results were not obtain- 
‘ed until we sent additional aviator: 
to. serve a while with the infantry 
and study the problem from its point 
of view. Selected infantry and ar- 
tillery officers were also sent to fly 
with air pilots. Once in command 
of the air, the enemy’s artillery and 
ground troops became the objeet of 
their atiacks. Individually, our avia- 
tors were unsurpassed in boldness, in 
fortitude and in skill. These daring 
fliers who fought their opponents in 
the air vied with their fearless com- 
rades of the infantry who grappled 
with the enemy on foot. Men of both 
arms left a record of heroic deeds that 
will remain a brilliant page in the 
annals of warfare. 

The third phase of the Meuse-Ar- 
gonne operations began October 14. 
During the previous phase, important 
gains had been made along the whole

Plans for General Attack. 

The enemy’s strong defenses in .ue 
Bois de Romagne and the Bois de 
Bantheville had to be reduced before 
further considerable progress could be 
made. To the west of Romagne 
heights we faced the strongly fortified 
position which included Cote de Chat- 
illon-Landras-et-St. Georges-St. Juvin- 
Bois des Loges and Grandpre. 

Plans for a general attack were 
prepared, based on the following: 

(a) The French Seventeenth 
corps, under our army, was to 
continue its offensive east of the 
Meuse river. 

(b) The Third and Fifth corps, 
with fresh divisions (the Fifth 
and Forty-second), were to drive 
salients through the hostile posi- 
tions on both flanks of the. Bois 
de Romagne and of the Bois de 
Bantheville. 

(c) The First corps was to hold 
the enemy on its left flank while 
advancing its right in conjunction 
with the left of the Fifth corps. 

(d) The French Fourth army, 
which had now come up on our 
left, and held the south bank of 
the Aire and the west bank of 
the Aisne as far as Vouziers, was 
ordered by General Petain to at- 
tack on the same day, so as to 
a the enemy opposing our 
eft. 

We set October 15 as the date for 

this offensive, but upon the request of 
the French Fourth army, which in- 
tended to attack on the fourteenth, 
our arrangements were changed .o 
conform with theirs.

the Meuse, with the French Tenth 
colonial, Twenty-sixth, Eighteenth ar 
American FPwenty-ninth (Morton) and 
Thirty-third (Bell) divisions; west of 
the Meuse the Third corps (Hines) 
with the Fourth division (Cameron).

‘Jong as three weeks that the. escape 
was planned and who was involved, 


yet gave the convicts no warning. 

He recalled the testimony of Cap- 
tain D. A. Davenport, another guard, 
and quoted him as saying that the 
first word that came from the am- 
bushed guards as the convicts cleared 
the prison walls was: 

“Get ready—here they come!” 

Erickson testified that only three 
guards took. part in the shooting and 
that rifles were used, 

“Would it surprise you to know,” 
Igoe continued, “that there were 10 or 
12 bullets in the body of each man 
and that in all some 35 or 40 bul- 
lets were fired? 

“And would it surprise you to know 
that Davenport testified that he fired 
no shots at all? That would leave 
vour two men to five the entire 40 
bullets—with only rifles. Do you still 
say you had no machine guns to mow 
down these men?” 

“We used only rifles,’ 
maintained. 

After Erickson’s admission that 
they knew in advance of the escape 
plan, he was asked: 

“And wouldn't it have been closer 
to the dictates of humanity to have 
warned them that if they tried to es- 
cape they would be killed instead of 
waiting for them to clear the walls, 
then shooting them down?” 

“Well, if we warned them - again 

and again they would just postpone 
the escape until later,’ Erickson re- 
plied. 
At this point a bitter dispute broke 
out among members of the committee 
when Representative Roger Little, 
chairman, suggested that newspaper- 
men be barred from the hearing.

Representatives Igoe and Rankin,

“It is all right for the committee | 
to have a secret session to determine 
some course of action,” Igoe said, “but 
when they question anyone connected 
with the prison it immediately be- 
comes public business and we have no 
right to keep it from the press.”

First Visit in 25 Years. 

The present visit to Atlanta, which 
comes as the culmination of a month's 
lecture tour which began in Boston 
and included New York, Chicago, De- 
troit, Virginia and the Carolinas, is 
the first Mr. Lindsay has made here 
in 20 years, and he recalled many in- 
teresting incidents of the two days he 
spent here in April of 1906. 

“I was on one of my #o-called ‘beg- 
ging tours’ at the time,” he chuekled, 
“making my wap up from Florida by 
bumming my way from house to 
house, doing a bit of work on farms 
here and there when it was absolute- 
ly necessary, and managing somehow 
or other to get enough to eat. ‘Sleeps’ 
provided the greatest problem, and on 
my first night here I proceeded to 
make myself comfortable in the white 
Waiting room at the railway station.

Linsay’s 1906 visit to this section was 
a study which he was then making of 
the life and poetry of Sidney Lanier, 
famous Georgia poet, and in this con- 
nection he paid a call upon Mrs. John 
McIntosh Kell, whose husband had 
been second in command to Rafael 
Semmes in the Confederate navy.

DAIYING IN GEORGIA 
PROVES PROFITABLE

Hancock County’s Income In- 
creases 1,650 Per Cent, 
Figures Reveal. 


ATHENS, Ga., March 22.—-(/)— 
Figures showing that» Hancock coun- 
ty’s income from dairy products in- 
creased 1,650 per cent between 1924 
and 1980 were cited today by 8S. D. 
Truitt, county agent. 

The county agent said the value of 
dairy products sold by Hancock coun- 
ty farmers in 1924 was approximate- 
ly $4,000. The value of the 1930 
products was approximately $66,000, 
he said. 

A committee in Hancock county 
started development of the dairy busi- 
ness as a sideline for farmers in 
1924, Truitt explained. The move- 
ment met with such suecess that 
dairying has increased rapidly and 
farmers are constantly working to im- 
prove herds and methods, The agent 
strongly recommended dairying as a 
side line for farmers. 

“It has been my observation since 
I have been connected with extension 


work,” he said, “that the farmer who | 


uses the dairy cow as a side line to 
his regular farming and who pro- 
duces enough feed to carry her safely 
through the year with sufficiént per- 
manent pasture to furnish plenty of 
gazing, is found in the column of the 
well-to-do farmer.” 

The dairy business, as a side line, | 
he said, would bring the farmer a 


cash income throughout the year.

“The return flow of money from 
circulation,” the board reported, “tak- 
ing January and February as a whole, 
was approximately the same as in 
most recent years, but smaller than in 
1930. The amount of currency in cir- 
culation at the end of February was 
somewhat larger than a year ago, in- 
dicating that cash withdrawn by the 
public on account of disturbances in 
the banking situation in November 
and December wae still outstanding in 
large volume.”

MADRID, March 22.—(4)—¥f or the 
first time since Primo De Rivera re- 
voked constitutional guarantees in 
1923, Spaniards today had a free 
press the right of free speech and as- 
sembly and protection from invasions 
of their homes without search war- 
rants. ° 

These guarantees were restored in 
a decree prepared by Premier Aznar, 
assigned by King Alfonso while he 
was in London recently and returned 
to the premier by air mail.
